man who had sent hia resignation to 
take effect only In caae he waa not 
preaent, being present, abould be pre- 
Tonted from Mtlns aa commlttoeomn. 
and, tblrd. on tbe Identity of nnotber 
committeeman. Tbe written resoln- 
tlou under which the right of the 
chiiinunn to u|>|>olnt to viniinolcs was 
claliiii'd shnwcd on Ita face that Mie 
aiilhoilty wa» written lu In 
(tl»i'ient wrltliiK »nd different colored 
pt'iii il lietwwn the Hues. A niitnlier of 
aiUdavlts were died by committeemen 
who were preaent when tbo raaolotlon 
WH8 paaaed to show that tbt raaelu- 
tlon oontaik«d no such autboHty.

CALIFORNIA^ 
Fourth Diatrict. 
The Fourth Cullfornlu prettented tbiB 
question: Under tbe state law the dele- 
gation, two from each district, was 
elected on a genei^al ticket, in a group 
of twenty-alz. Each delegate might 
vlther express bis presidential prefer 
euce or agree to vote for the presiden 
Hal candidate reielvln({ Ibe hlnhest 
nuinlier In the state. In the F'ourtli 
district the two camllilali's from that 
diatrict on the Taft ticket exprisstnl 
• preference for l^ft, hut did not 
•gnae to vote for the candidates bav- 
Ingtho hlglioot atato vote. tUbo Taft 
dqlegatea In the Fourth diatrict re- 
ceived a majority of 260 more than 
the Uoonevelt delegatea In that dis 
trict The notlonnl call forbade any 
law or the iicrcpfanco of any law 
which pre\ente<l the elccllnu of d«de 
t;atcs hy districts. In other words, the 
call of the natloiwil convention was at 
variance witb the state law. The state 
law aought to enforce tbe state unit 
rnio and roqolrod tbo whole twenty - 
aU delegates to bo Totod for all over 
tbe Btate. assigning two to oaeb dia- 
trict on tbe ticket to abide tbe state 
wide election, While tbe Republican 
national convention Uaf luNlsted upon 
the unit of the district Miice 1S.S0. That 
has been the party law, Tlil.-< iiuncn 

Son recognized the party law and held 
to bfe wore hlndlnt; than that of the 
atato biw and allowed tbe two dele- 
gatoo wbo had rooolvod In tbo Fonrtb 
diatrict a TOto largor than tbalr two 
opponenta aulgned to tbat diatrict, to 
t>ecome delegates in the convootlon. 
This waa clearly lawful, for a state baa 
no power to limit or control the ImisIs 
of repre.s«'ntatlon of ft voluntary na- 
tional party In a national convention. 
The fact that I're.sldent Taft liy tele 
gram approval all the twenty .sU dele 
gates as representing hlin Is suht to be 
an estoppel HKulnst hii claiming the 
olOOtlon of two of lliuse delegates lu 
tboir Four^ district What is there 
llieonalatoot In bia approving the can- 
didacy of all bia delegates and tbe 
oloctloa of two at tbom? Why abould 
be be thna aafopped to chilm that part 
of tbe law^waa Inoperative because In 
oonlllct wltb the call of tbe convention? 
INDIANA. 
Thirtaanth District. 
In the Thirteenth Indiana there was 
BO quoation about the victory of the 
MOtbOflauae the temporary chulr- 
topraaontlng tbe Taft side was 
~ to havo boon elei-ted by on*- 
If a TOto more tbao' tbe Booa^elt 
riiiiidata TbIa oao-baif voto extended 
through tbe riotooa proceedings, aud 
altn^ugh It waa not aa wide aa a barn 
iaor It wiis iTiaugb. The chairman put 
dHj^Uaattoa aa to oliKtiag the Taft

vote carried. The Roosevelt »nen thus 
prevented a roll cull and then bolted. 
KCNTUCKV. 
Ikvonlh Distriet 
In tbo Savonth Kentucky district the 
total TOto of tbe convention was 14S. 
There we»e contesta from four coun- 
ilea, Involfing ninety-flve votes. Ac 
cording to the rulos *of the party lu 
Ivenfucky, w here I wo scats of ci cden- 
lluls are prcscntcil thnsc ddcKatca 
whose credentials iiic approved L>y the 
county chairuMin arc fiiiiiled to par- 
ticipate In thehem|K)rary organization. 
On the temporary roll tbe Toft chair- 
man was elected by ninety-elgbt votes 
and forty-aeven votes were csst for the 
Boosevelt candidate. Tbe committee 
on crcdentlala waa tben appointed, con- 
alating of dno member named by each 
county deIot;atloii. The majority re- 
port of the committee was adopted 
unanimously l>y the convention, no del- 
egation whose seats were contested 
being i)ermltted to volV on its own 
case. As soon as the majority report 
of the credentials committee had been 
adopted, the Itousevelt adhereiil.s bolt- 
"ed. There was nor the sIlKhlest reason 
for auataiulng the contest for Roose*-elt 
doMtataa. 

Kiflhth District. 
Tho Eighth Kentucky district waa 
compoaed of ten cuuuties having Itt 
TotoB, of which eighty-two were necea- 
aary to a choice. There waa uu con- 
test In Ave of the countle-t, and al- 
though the Koo.scM'll men claimed that 
there was one In Siiciicer county no 
contest -.•■US otcsciilcd against the 
scallnif of the reifularly elected Taft 
di'legates frotu that county. This Kave 
the 'J'aft delcKates eluhty-four votes, or 
two more than were necessary for a 
choice. In other words, assuming tbat 
the Uoosevelt men were entitled to all 
tbe dologatea from tho countlea in 
which they filed contesta In tho dis- 
trict convention there remained a clear 
majority of uncontested d <legatea who 
voted foe tb* Taft delegatea to Chi 
cagu. 

OKLAHOMA. 

Third District. 

In the Third Oklahoma district the 
question of the validity uf tbe seals of 
the delegates turued on tbe cowititu- 
tion of tbo congressional committee, 
which waa nude up of twelve Taft 
meu and seven Roosevelt men. The 
chairman, Cochran, was a Uoosevelt 
man and attempii-cl to prevent tlje ma- 
jority of the c-oiuiiilllee fiuni taUliiK 
aciKui. Tlnf chalrmaii was reniovtsl 
nnil another siilistit iited. and thereupon 
the convention was duly called to order 
on the temporary roll prepared by the 
coii^-ressional committee, which was 
made the permanent roll, and the two 
Taft delegntea lo Chicago were duly 
selected. Every county In tbo district 
bad Ita representation and vote In tbe 
reKular convention, and no peraon 
jiroperly accredited as a delegate was 
eX( luded or debarred from parllclpat- 
luK In Its proceetrtuKS Cochran and 
his followers bolted after Ms ilepoxj 
linn./ AssumlUK that all the lommlltee 
who went out with him had- the riKht 
to act on the couiiulttee. It left the 
committee standlni; twelve for Taft 
and seven for Roosevelt, so it waa aim- 
ply a queation whether a majority of 
tho committee bad tbe right to control 
Ita action or a minority. Tbe bolting 
convention which Cochran held was 
not attended by a majority of the duly 
elected delexates to the ccinveiitlon It 
did not have tin- creiliMil iais frnin the 
various counties, and Its meiolpcishlp 
was larKcly made up of li>standers 
w ho hail not In en duly lo credlted by 
any county lu the district, its action 
waa ontlroiy without authority. 
TENNESSEE. 
Second Diatrict. 

In the Second Teniiesse«> district 
there were fifty nine ilele>.'ate.s uncon- 
toated out of a poHslhle total of lUS in 
tbe convention. There were forty-nine 
contested. The Roosevelt contestants 
In tho forty-nine refused to al>lde the 
dodalon of tbo committee on creden- 
tlaia and withdrew, leaving fifty-nine 
unconteatod delegates. Thea* fifty- 
nine delegatea, part of whom woro 
Roodevelt men, remained In the con- 
vention. ap[iolnteil the proper commit- 
tees, s, •tiled contests and proceeded to 
s.-l,-. I Taft delcKales There can be 
no question about the validity tberu- 
fec* of tholr titio. 

TEXAS, 
rirat Diatrict. 

The only 'eina'iiln),' distrlctfl are the 
idne illstricts from Tex, is. <»f these the 
I' iist district was composed of eleven 
counties, each county having one vote, 
except Cass county, which bad twa 
Tlie executive committee, compoaed of 
one reproaontativ* from each cou.nty, 
nuido op tbo temporary roll, aud In the 
contaata Qlod from two countlea aeat- 
*d both dologatea with one-bulf vote 
each. The convention elected the two. 
Taft delcK'ntes, (ihliik' them ten and 
one quarter votes. I'.m h county was 
represented lu this vote A minority 
representing one and three-<|uarters 
votes bolted tba regular convention 
aud held a. rump mooting.. Tbe na- 
tional conmltted br oaoafaioto «ol« 
deddod tbe oouteat In favor of the 
Taft delegate. 

Sacond District. 
In the HecunU Texa.s dlstrh t there 
war* fourteen c.odbtles Two comities 
were found not to have held cunveu- 
tlona aud one counm to bav* no dele- 
gate preaont. Tbe convootlon waa 
then constltutol by tb* d*iegatlons 
tbat held regular credentials. Tbe re- 
port of 4he committee on credentials 
was ai'cepted upon roll call, and then 
the representa lives of live I'ountles 
withdrew fiom the hall. The repre- 
sentatives of Tour of these counties 
b*ld a rump convention, Tbe reguhir 
conventlou refnulned in sesaion aeverai 
hours, appointed the usual comaslttees, 
which retired and made their reporta, 
which war* accepted, and elactod two 
Taft delegates to the national conven- 
tion and .certified their election In duo 



form to the national committee, which 
without dlvisluu usked for, iMld tbsm 
proporly elected. 

Foorth OiatrUt. 

Tb* Fourth I'eMB diatrict eonalati 
of Ave counties, each having one troto 
in thv district convention under tbo 
cull One county, Ualns. cliosean uncon- 
testisl delegation, and that one was for 
Taft. The other four louiilies sent 
contesting deleyatlons. The coiifest- 
iiiK delegations a|)(>eared before the 
congressional executive coiumittee to 
present their claims, but tbe commit- 
too arbitrarily refused to bear any- 
Body. Baling exhaaated orory effort 
to' jMcur* a bearini. <tb* foiflr contoat- 
Ing delegations, together with tho only 
uncontested delegation of the conven- 
tion, withdrew to another place and 
held ft convention and elected Taft 
delegates tu tile ChlcaKo convention. 
The congressional convention which 
elected the Taft delegates was com 
posed of more than a majority, and, 
Indeod. of practically all tbo regularly 
oloctod deMgatoa. Tbo national com- 
mittee hold tbo tltlo of tbe Taft d«lo- 
gata* to their aeota valid by viva voco 
TOto- without catling for a divlalon. 
Fifth Diatrict. 

Tb* Firth district of Texas l/ com- 
yoaad of Dallas, Ellis, Hill, Bobquo 
am^Boekwall counties Dalllta county 
coot mora Bfpubliran rotao than all 
tho other coontles of tho diatrict put 
together. Tbe call for tbe congrea- 
alonal convention allowed each county 
to send not to excetsi four delegates, 
but made no reference to the basis of 
representation of the respective coun- 
ties composiiiK ttie ulstrlct .There 
was n contest from Dallas county, but 
the Taft delegates were seated. Taft 
delegatea were aeatod on tbe temporary 
roll from two countlea, and (tooaevelt 
delegatea from tbe three counties, anti 
tho ropNoentatlon In the convention 
was fixed at oue vote for each county 
without regard to the nninlier of dele- 
Kates In the < oiiventlon or the num- 
ber of l<eptil>!lciin votes cast In such 
county. A udiioriry report of the dis- 
trict cu'mmlttee was presented, protest- 
ing against the ratio of representa- 
tion adopted. Tbe chairman of the 
conrotatlon objected to tbe preaenta- 
tlon of tbla minority report Falling 
In this he abandoned Ibe pbitform and 
left the hall. 

'I'he con\entlon tIiereu|M>n elected ft 
new chalrnnin and a new secretary, ap- 
INilnted a committee on credentials, 
which recommended tbe seating of ttte 
Taft delegotes from Hill county and 
tbe adoption of the minority report of 
the distriet committee aa to tbe basis 
of tbo ropreaeutatluu in tbe conventh>n. 
Doth these recoiuniendutions were 
adopted, and Taft dele;.'ates to the na- 
tional coinetitloii were thereii|>on elei t- 
ed l>y a vote of . i^iit to tliife. Tln' 
Roosevelt men Ilo're;ifler retired to the 
south eml of ilie hall, where they or- 
ganised a meeting nt which it was 
claimed the Rouaevelt delegateo to the 
national convention were elected.

The Beveatb congressional district of 
Texas la compoaed of tbe fOJiowing 
coontlea: Anderson. Cl^amberB, Oat 
veston, Houston. Liberty, Polk, San Ja 
cinto and Trinity. I'olk, Han .lat'lnto 
and Trinity we^& without |iroper party 
organUatlon. In Texas county chair 
men must be elo hsl by the votent In 
each party. No such ele4-tlon was held 
in any of these three counties, lu two 
of them Colonel Lyon assumed tu ap- 
point ehalrroen. which be bad no right 
to do. Lyon himself had claased theao 
tbreb countlea as unorganised and with- 
out party organUatiou. 

Tbe convention met In Ualveaton. 
The executive loinmltiee met |irlor to 
the lne(>tlnK of the > onv entlon to nnike 
up the temporary roll of delegates. The 
executive committee hud before It the 
queotlon of having tbe three unorgan- 
laod oonntloa roproaontod lo tbe con 
ventlon. The executive coaamlttoo re- 
fused to recognise them. When tbia 
action waa taken i>y the executive com- 
"^ilttee u delcKate from Houston county 
and the allexed representatives from 
the Ihrw uimruanl/.ed counties with- 
drew from the ineelluK and prcveeded 
to organize another convention, and 
upon tbla Is based the contest, which 
waa rojectod Ity both commttteea, tbo 
national eommlttoo and the erodentlfds 
committee. 

Eighth District. 
In tbe Klt(hth contiresslousl conven- 
tion a split oiiurrtHl over the majority 
aud minority reports of the executive 
committee as to the temporary roll. 
The Roosevelt followers controlle<l the 
executive committee, but did not hsve 
a najort^ la tbe convention, which 
adopted too Blaority report and gave 
Taft five and one-half votoo and Roose- 
velt two and one-half votea. This re- 
tulted in the election of the Taft dele- 
I'ates, wbo were seated by both the 
lutional coBiptttoo and the ctedontlala 
committee. 

Ninth Oictrict. 
In the Ninth dUtrlct tbo diatrict 
committee waa called by Mr. Speaker, 
a meoBbor of tbo coumlttfo. and not by 
the chalnnan. Tbe chairman refused 
to convene the committee because be 
claimed that all tbe delegates from 
Texas to the n.itiomil c<uiventluu must 
be elected In the slate convention, that 
Colonel I. yon. his sn|>erlor, had thus 
directed him The district cdmmlltee 
was culled Seven un-nilicis nlli'mhsl 
the meeting. The district conventlou 
waa called on blay lA. Eleven countlea 
oat of tbe fifteen responded to tbe call 
and took part lu tbe convention. Three 
C iontles woro not represented, and In 
one uf tbooo there waa uo election. 
After tbla convention had been called 
the ohalraan of tbo diatrict ooaBtttoo

This committee called a congreaalonal 

convention to be held on May 18. But 
there was no publication Of the call, 
whii h had to he thirty days before tbe 
convention, until April 21. The Taft 
convention seems therefore to have 
l>een duly and regularly convened, 
while tbe Rooaevelt convention waa 
uut Tbe Taft delegatea wore oeotod. 

Tenth Diatrict. 
In tho Teuih district th«? de<*l.slon 
turned hirKi'iy upon the bad faith with 
which two members of the district 
Committee voted in the Heating uf dele- 
gates and upon tbe bad faith witb 
which one of tbom used tbe proxy In- 
trusted to him. Tbe Taft delegatea In 
thU caae bolted and left tbe ball and 
Immeilliiti'ly In the same bulMlag OT- 
Kanl/ed iinolhcr convention which con- 
sisted of ileieKales from counties. 
Proceedings «ere rcKuiarly held, a per- 
OMUent organisation elTected, the re- 
port of the comiulttee on resolutions 
adoiited and delexates pledged to Taft 
were elected. Tbe undisputed evidence 
indicated tbat a fiagrant attempt bad 
been nado to deprive Taft of tbla dis- 
trict, to •which be waa Justly ontltlod. 
The national committee sustained tbe 
title of the Taft delegatea and alter- 
nates by a pnictically unaullBoaa OOtO. 
, Fourteenth Distriet. 
In the Fuiirleenth district there were 
fifteen couuHm in the district. When 
the executive committee mot at San 
.Antonio to make up tbe temporary roll 
there weae tin membera of the coa- 
mittee prwtont whose right to act waa 
undisputed, of whom six were fOr Taft 
aud (our for Kuose^elt. There were 
four other Itousevelt men present 
whose rlnht to \ ole was disputed and 
who were clearly not entitled to repre- 
sent their county at that meeting. One 
of Ihem held the pro.xy of the commit- 
teeman from Kendall county, who was 
dead, aud Uie proxies from three other 
counties were held, two by pootmao* 
ters and one by an aaalstant pootmaa- 
ter, while under tbe election law of 
Texaa no one wbo holds an ofllce of 
profit or trust undt^ tbe United States 
shiill act us a uWmber of an executive 
coniiiiiltee either for the stste or for 
any district or county. The temporary 
roll was nciite up by Tuft members, 
havlii;; 11 1 lei^ majority without iier- 
mlttlnt; these men to act under their 
pro.xles. There was a COntOOt OVOr tbe 
delegation from Bexar county, which 
con Ulna tbe city t>f San .Antonio. Full 
conaMeratlon waa given to tblo ooateot, 
but tbo toatlmony waa ovorwholmlng 
tbat Taft carried the county by a vote 
of four or five to one. On the proper 
basis tbo total vole lu the district con- 
ventlou was sixty-seven, of which the 
number Instructed or totint; for Tsft 
was thirty se\ en and one half, the 
nuintier volliiK or Instructed for Uoose- 
velt twenty elKht and (Uie half, not Vot- 
ing oue. The Taft deleKStlOO WOO 
therefore seated at Chicago. 

CONCLUSION. 
The purpose of this resume of tbe 
contests lu which there was any shad- 
ow of suhsliuii e has been lo Inform 
those who have not time or Inclination 
to rend the longer and more detailed 
account of them contained lu the larger 
pamphlet. It U not estieutllal to make 
Mr. Taft'a title indisputable that aU 
aton agree on every oue of tho laauaa 
ralaed. They were decided by tbo tri* 
bunala which uniform party uaago had 
made tbe proper tribunals to 'dodde 
such congests. If those trlbunala acted 
in good faith mistaken Judgment would 
not Invalidate their decisions. Au a 
matter of fact, an exauiluatlon uf the 
facts show Unit the tribunals were 
rlKht lu every Instance. 'I'here Is not 
tbe slightest evidence that they were 
moved by other than a mere desire to 
reach a right cuucluslyu. Ou the other 
band, tbe action of the Rooaevelt men 
la bringing 400 contoata tbat they 
promptly abaadonod atrongiy tended 
to abow tbe hick of good faith lo tho 
proaecutlon of all of thooL Tbooo who 
aupport Preaident Taft can well alTord 
to ataud on the record In thU rase and 
to asseverate without fear of success- 
ful coutradh tlon that the tlelegates 
whose Heats were contested were us 
fairly seated in this cuuventiuu aa lo 
any la tbe hlatory of the party.
